The  girls 
were  no  less  successful  in  their  bid  for  athletic  supremacy.  Virginia  Mc- 
Laurin,  Willa  Hamme,  Bertha  Savage  and  Pocahontas  Stevens  were  out- 
standing on  the  basketball  team. 

Members  of  the  Class  of  '39  t|uickly  found  the  range  of  the  Honor  Roll 
and  scored  many  direct  hits.  Fraternities,  sororities,  clubs  and  other  or- 
ganizations seeing  that  this  was  indeed  an  outstanding  class,  opened  their 
doors  to  them  and  were  greatly  benefited  thereb.v.

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A  very  successful  Junior  and  Senior  Prom  was  sponsored  Ijy  the  class 
The  Juniors,  seniors  and  their  company  danced  in  a  lieautifully  decorated 
gym  to  the  sophisticated  swing  of  the  A.  and  T.  Serenaders. 

Retaining  the  same  officers  as  in  our  Junior  vear,  with  the  exception 
of  James  Brown,  Treasurer,  the  '.'Wers  while  looking  at  the  past  in  view 
resolved  not  to  rest  on  past  laurels. 

Allen  Lynch  and  M.  Q.  Godley  made  many  sepia  all  conference  elevens 
Lynch  was  captain  of  the  team  and  Godley  in  his  second  year  of  competition 
was  an  outstanding  linesman.
